The explosion occurred in the pow­ 
der magasdne attached to the palace 
and set the building aflro. The flames 
spread to the entire structure and the 
palace soon was in ruins. 


The explosion, th# cause of which 


has not yet been ascertained, occur­ 
red at 3.15 o'clock in the morning, and 
the shock shattered the palace. 
Fire 
followed quickly upon the explosion, 
and the palace, which waa a wooden 
structure, was consumed in lntlf an 
hour. 
During the fire thore were a 
yreat number of explosions of muni­ 
tions of war which had been stored in 
the cellars below the palace. All the 
houses around the palace were greatly 
damaged by the explosion, but as the 
palace itself was isolated, the firemen 
succeeded in their efforts to localize 
the fire. 


The members of the family of the 
president, all of whom were in the 
palace at the time, were saved, but 
President Leconte himself perished in 
the flames.

CATCH GERMS IN AIR FILTER 


French Physiologist Makes Public De­ 
tails of Newly Invented Apparatu» 
for Purifying Air. 


A French physiologist, Prof. Charles 
Richet of the Academy of Medicine, 
has recently made public in detail a 
description of his newly invented ap­ 
paratus for pruifying the air in rooms. 
The design of this filter Is an adapta­ 
tion of the principle involved in the 
experiments for determining the num­ 
ber of germs in the air as performed 
by the director of the Mont-Souris ob­ 
servatory at Miquel. 


Professor Richet’s invention con­ 
sists ctf a ventilator driven by elec­ 
tricity and capable of displacing 200 
cubic meters of air an hour. A reser­ 
voir containing glycerine is fastened 
immediately beneath the fans of the 
ventilator. 
When the 
fans 
rotate 
they draw up fine drops of this glyc­ 
erine and scatter it in a spray along- 
the cylindrical walls that encase the 
ventilator, come in contact with this 
spray of glycerine, and the microbes, 
dust and spores, which are always 
present in the atmosphere, adhere to

opening and shutting process is con­ 
trolled by peumatic pressure. 


The contrivance, according to Mr. 
Alter, is intended especially for tha 
use of persons “carrying packages” or 
“otherwise incumbered,” but he ad­ 
mits that it will be equally as great 
a boon to the man who is not incum­ 
bered by anything save an antipathy 
to overexertion. 


The device for taking exercise in 
bed is a foreign Importation, coming 
all the way from the University of 
Tubingen. It consists of two arms or 
pedals, to which reciprocating motion 
is given by an electric motor mount­ 
ed on a wheeled carriage. 
The ped­ 
als are attached to the legs of the per­ 
son in bed. 
Passive 
walking 
and 
climbing movements are transmitted 
to the legs and the distribution of the 
blood circulation is altered. 
The cir­ 
culation of the legs is increased, while 
the arteries of the arms contract In 
compensation and the contractions of 
the heart are increased in volume. 


The invention is intended for the 
use of invalids, but It is said that it is 
only a step from breakfast in bed to 
a morning constitutional in the same 
manner.

can buy the plain cream all frozen in 
many places so reasonably, and it can 
be repacked with any additions of fruit 
or nuts, making the w'ork very light. 


The flavor of peach is given by put­ 
ting twro cups of strained peach pulp 
and a teaspoonful of lemon juice to 
plain ice cream. 


A delicious flavor of almonds is giv­ 
en to ice cream in this manner: Blanch 
and chop a cup of almonds, carmellze 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar and add 
the almonds. 
When cold grind to a 
powder, add to the cream with a tea- 
spoonful of almond extract. 


The most delicious

made by adding two cups of squeezed 
and strained raspberries to the cream. 
The color is enhanced by the addition 
of a teaspoon of lemon juice. 


A pretty and easy 
wyay to make 
fancy dessert is raspberry 
bombe: 
Line a melon mold with raspberry ice 
and fill with vanilla ice cream or with 
a pineapple ice or ice cream. Pack In 
Ice and salt and let stand four hours. 
Serve with Shipped cream or garnish 
with fresh berries and leaves. 


Sultana Roll.—This is a great favor­ 
ite and can be made without the use 
of liquor.

HOT WEATHER DISHES. 


Lif« Boats “Nested." 


One of the 
great 
transatlantic 
steamship companies has determined 
to make use of the system of carrying 
boats on deck known as “nesting.” 
Nesting requires a boat of special con­ 
struction, for the standard lifeboat 
could not be nested above'two, or at 
the outside three, deep. 


A fetching and appetizing salad is 
this: 
Lay a slice of chilled pineap­ 
ple on a lettuce leaf, heap a nicely sea­ 
soned spoonful of cream cheese in the 
centet and sprinkle with chopped pe­ 
cans, peanuts or pistachio nuts. Serve 
with French dressing. 


German Salad.—Boil a white, solid 
head of cabbage until perfectly ten­ 
der; drain carefully and put to press 
between two weights until quite cold. 
Then slice and place in a salad bowl 
with half a dozen celd boiled potatoes 
cut in slices, a sliced beet, and half 
a dozen hard cooked eggs cut in slices, 
a finely chopped onion, and a quarter 
of a sour orange; mix gently. 
Have 
ready a cupful of tartar sauce, season 
with salt, pepper, 
mix again 
and 
serve with any cold roast. A drop or 
two of tabasco sauce is an improve­ 
ment. 


Tartar Sauce.—Mix a tablespoonful 
of vinegar, a teaspoonful of 
lemon 
juice, a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt, a tablespoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce in a bowl and heat over hot war 
ter. 
Brown a third of a cup of but* 
ter in an omelet pan and add to the 
first mixture. 


Fried Tomatoes With Cream Sauce» 
—Cut tomatoes in halves without peel* 
ing, season with salt, pepper and roll 
in very fine crumbs. 
Fry in hot fat 
until brown, then tako up carefully 
with a pajicake turner and arrange on 
a chop plate. Add a tablespoonful oi 
drippings to the fat already in the pan, 
stir in a t&blespoonful of flour and as 
soon as it bubbles add *a cup of rich 
milk, 
Stir until smooth 
and poui 
around the tomatoes. 


Oatmeal Drink.—Mix a tablespoonful 
of fine oatmeal into a smooth 
paste 
»with water, then pour over three pinti 
of boiling water, stirring all the time 
Place over the heat and boil until re 
duced to two pints. Set aside to cool, 
And pour the clear gruel from the sedi­ 
ment. Add to this the juice of a lem­ 
on and sufficient 
sugar to 
sweeten 
Serve cold.

The water of Ceylon is none of the 
best. Near the coast lines it is brack­ 
ish, owing to the sea and the many 
salt marshes. 
In 
the 
low 
country 
where rivers and streams are few and 
far apart, the supply is from artificial 
tanks, and their tributary 
streams 
and outlets are the resort of the deer 
and cattle and elephants that come to 
bathe and wallow in them, thereby 
keeping the water in a muddy state 
perpetually. 


To remedy this condition the Cin­ 
galese resort to a rather curious prac­ 
tice; water for drinking purposes is 
always put into an unglazed 
chatty, 
which before using 
they thoroughly 
rub with a seed that they call inginl. 
This is rubbed on the inside of 
the 
chatty until about 
half the 
seed is 
worn away; the muddy water is then 
poured in the prepared Jar and 
al­ 
lowed to* stand. 


At first the water is about the con­ 
sistency of macilage, 
but this 
soon 
disappears and 
a viscid 
sediment 
forms at 
the 
bottom of the vessel, 
the clear water remaining on top. 
It 
is now ready for use, and although 
not of the clearest, is sufficiently pure 
for ordinary use. 


Milk is almost a luxury in Ceylon, 
owing 
to 
several 
causes, 
among 
which Is the land leech. 
These pests 
frequent the pastures in such num­ 
bers that they will suck the blood 
from an animal in a very short time 
and therefore cattle raising cannot 
be resorted to on any large scale. An­ 
other feature is the use of bakatoo 
by the natives in the milk which they 
sell to the Europeans who have set­ 
tled there. 


It is a thorny fruitetl plant 
with 
dark orange-colored roots and prim­ 
roselike flowers, which has 
equally 
wonderful effects on milk and on 
water, though of a different nature. 
If pieces of the stem, root and leaves 
be mixed for a few seconds in milk 
or water, the liquid turns thick and 
mucilaginous, so much so that water 
in this state can be raised 
by 
the 
hand several feet out of a basin and 
will fall back without 
noise. 
This, 
moreover, is done without 
imparting 
any color, taste or smell to the fluid, 
which returns to its natural state in 
about ten or fifteen minutes.

Washington.—Uncle 
Sam's 
latest 
«top in conservation is an effort to 
tetain in American pockets an annual 
expenditure of several millions which 
is sent to European markets for the 
.purchase of attar of roses—a luxury 
which feminiity regards as a neces- 
sity. 


Tho bureau of plant industry of the 
department of agriculture is conduct­ 
ing experiments at 
the 
Arlington 
plant farm to determine whether this 
perfume can bo 
produced 
in the 
United States 
as a 
commercially 
profitable enterprise. 


Under the direction of Dr. Walter 
Van Fleet, an expert rose grower, and 
Dr. Rodney H. True, in charge of 
drug plant investigations, about 40 
varieties of the roses grown by the 
French and Bulgarian producers of 
rose oil were imported last year and 
set out at the Arlington farm. 


There are now between 700 and 800 
plants In the experimental bed and 
the directors of the new enterprise 
gathered their first crop this spring. 
The yield for two weeks was about 
40 pounds of petals per day. 
These 
petals have been distilled and yielded 
about the same quantity of the highly 
scented oil which is usually extracted 
from a similar quantity of European- 
grown petals. 


The experts of the department of 
agriculture are not ready, however, to 
say how this American oil compares 
with regard to quality with that pro­ 
duced across the seas. It will be sub­ 
mitted to rose oil experts for class­ 
ification and upon the report of these 
experts will rest the future of the de­ 
partment’s new investigations 
and 
experiments. 


The mere fact that the oil can be 
produced In this country, say agricul­ 
tural experts, does not establish the 
fact that the new enterprises will be 
a commercial success. 
There are 
a 
number of other factors 
which will 
enter largely Into the equation, even 
If the quality of the oil Is found to be 
equal to the imported product. 


Prominent among the difficulties to 
be met and overcome in the produc­ 
tion of “rose essence" In this country 
is the high cost of l*'bor. 
This will 
principally come into , lay when 
the 
flowers are harvested . *'d 
the 
rose 
growers find that they i HI have 
to 
pay from four to six time:.- as much to 
laborers over here as is pa?d “across 
the pond." The plants require but lit­ 
tle personal attention and 
can 
be 
worked by horses, but the picking of 
the roses has to be done under pecu­ 
liar conditions. 


To secure the best results the flow­ 
ers must be gathered early In the 
morning, not later than 10 o'clock. As 
the perfect flowers are 
only 
to 
be 
found on clear, dry days, the grower 
can never determine beforehand on 
what days he will pick. 
But as the 
full grown flower is practically worth­ 
less, he must have a picking force 
ready to enter the gardens the mo­ 
ment conditions are suitable to gather 
the buds. 


In southern France, which, with Bul­ 
garia, supplies the American markets, 
the rose growers solve this problem 
In an unique manner. 
On each farm 
Is a large bell. 
When the pickers' 
services are required this 
bell is 
tolled at an early hour and the peas­ 
ants hasten to the fields. 
It may be 


a majority of Instances such posl* 
tions are held by men who have some 
means of their own. 


On the other hand, the service of« 
fers a number of very 
considerable 
prizes attainable by good work and 
through the exhibition of efficiency.

of the chief objects of the new labora­ 
tory will be the observation of all that 
possibly affects school children in re­ 
spect of food and physical exercises.

Money In Beaver Pelts. 


According to the Ottawa Citizen, the 
recent sale of furs at the Parliament 
building realized $5,354.05 for the prov­ 
ince. The pelts were taken from ani­ 
mals trapped in Algonquin park, under 
the direction of the minister of lands, 
forests and mines. 


There were 480 beaver skins, which 
were caught under special order, and 
realized $4,090.50; 89 mink, 5 fisher, 11 
marten, 71 muskrat, 12 otter and 8 
ermine. In addition, 23 pounds of caso- 
reum were sold. 
This is a secretion 
found in the beaver and is used in 
making perfumes and for medicinal 
purposes,

The revenues of Algonquin park have 
also been augmented during the past 
year by the sale of live beavers to 
several zoological societies. 
Animals 
have been shipped to New York, Phil* 
adelphia and London, England.

The following five men were put to 
death for participation in the murder 
of Mrs. Mary Hall in a farmhouse at 
Griiiln’s Corner, Westchester County, 
last November: Vincenzo Cona, An­ 
gela Guista, 
Lorenzo 
Leborio Call, 
Filepo Demarco 
and 
Salvatore De­ 
marco. 


Joseph Ferrone 
was 
electrocuted 
for murdering his wife in New York 
city on Oct. 24, 1911, by cutting her 
throat. 


The colored man put to death was 
John W. Collins, who shot and killed

Will Redeem Ground Rents 


At the last meeting of the county com­ 
missioners it was decided to redeem all 
the quit-rents, or ground rents, now out­ 
standing against various Gettysburg prop­ 
erty owners and from which the county 
derives an annual income of $1 each. 
These quit rents are as old as the town it­ 
self, having been established in LS00 by 
Messrs. Dobbin and Moon. 
On the two 
hundred and one GO-foot lots laid out at 
that time a rental of $ 1 per year was im­ 
posed to be paid to the county treasurer, 
the purchaser in every instance to pay 
this sum annually. 
The commissioners 
will now endeavor to buy these quit rent 
titles between September 15 and Novem­ 
ber 1 at the rate of $ 2 0 per ()0 -foot lot and 
a proportionate rate for smaller lots, the 
purchaser to pay all rentals in arrears and 
the costs of transfer. 
After November 1 
the quit-ients remaining outstanding will 
be disposed of to the best advantage of the 
county. 
The revenue to be derived will 
be appropriated to the sinking fund to 
meet the bonded indebtedness of the 
county and will go to redeem the bonds 
as they fall due.

A French physiologist, Prof. Charles 
Rlchet of the Academy of Medicine, 
has recently made public In detail a 
description of his newly invented ap- 
paratus for pruifying the air in rooms. 
The design of this filter is an adapta- 
tion of the principle involved in the 
experiments for determining the num- 
ber of germs In the air as performed 
by the director of the Mont-Souris ob- 
servatory at Mlquel. 


Professor Richet's invention 
con- 
sists ctf a ventilator driven by elec- 
tricity and capable of displacing 200 
cubic meters of air an hour. A reser- 
voir containing glycerine Is fastened 
Immediately beneath the fans of the 
ventilator. 
When the 
fans 
rotate 
they draw up fine drops of this glyc- 
erine and scatter it in a spray along* 
tho cylindrical walls that encase the 
ventilator, come in contact with this 
spray of glycerine, and the microbes, 
dust and spores, which are always 
present in the atmosphere, adhere to 
the viscous drops and fall to the bot- 
tom of the apparatus. 
This method 
corresponds to nature's AvholesaJe pu- 
rification of the 
atmosphere when 
there is a heavy rainfall. 


Professor Richet believes that the 
use of this apparatus would be most 
effective in. preventing contagion by 
the germs of scarlatina, smallpox and 
tuberculosis.—Harper's Weekly,

Two new inventions are designed es- 
pecially to make life's journey easier 
for him. Thanks to these devices, h» 
may now do the paradoxical thing of 
passing through a closed door without 
the exertion of opening it and he may^ 
If he is so inclined, take his exercise 
in bed. 


The self-opening door is the inven- 
tion of C. Alter of New York, and he 
has had tho device patented. 
It is 
for use on doors of stores or other 
buildings and is arranged to permit a 
person to open the door by stepping 
on a platform in front of 
it. 
The 
opening and shutting process is con- 
trolled by peumatic pressure. 


The contrivance, according to Mr. 
Alter, Is intended especially for tho 
use of persons "carrying packages" or 
"otherwise incumbered," but he ad- 
mits that it will be equally as great 
a boon to the man who is not incum- 
bered by anything save an antipathy 
fco overexertion. 


The device for taking exercise in 
bed is a foreign importation, coming 
all the way from the University of 
Tubingen. It consists of two arms or 
pedals, to which reciprocating motion 
is given by an electric motor mount- 
ed on a wheeled carriage.

SHIELD FROM SUN AND RAIN 


Washington Man Designs Awning for 
Protection From the Inclennencles 
of the Weather. 


A foldable, portable and individual 
awning, which also will keep off the 
rain, has been designed by a man in 
the state of Washington. 
A central 
rod is made in two 
sections, 
which 
slide together or apart, the bottom 
section having a sharp point. At the 
top of the rod are two cross bars, 
bisecting each other, one of them plr- 
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8un and Rain Shield. 


oted to the rod. 
A piece of water- 
proof fabric is stretched, over these 
bars and fastened to other bars at ei- 
ther end of the long one. 
A slight 
Incline is given one end of the fabric 
so that when it is used as a rain pro- 
tector it will drain the water off. The 
chief use of the shield, however, is to 
give shade to a person, who may be 
Bitting outdoors painting or reading or 
fishing.

HIGHEST FLIGHT OF BALLOON 


Unprecedented 
Elevation 
of 
95,350 
Feet, or Eighteen Miles, Attained 
at Belgian Institute. 


« 


The unprecedented elevation of 95,- 
250 feet, or 18 miles, was attained by 
an 
unmanned 
registering 
balloon 
which was recently released at the 
Belgian Meteorological 
institute 
at 
Uccie. 
At this elevation the baro- 
metric pressure is only two-fifths of 
an inch. The greatest height ever at- 
tained by a manned balloon is about 
6.7 miles, or 35,400 feet. The Berlin 
aeronauts Berson and Suering, who 
established this record, were uncon- 
scious when they reached the highest 
point of their flight. 


The Belgians adopted 
Hergesell's 
plan of attaching the instruments to 
a small and partially Inflated balloon, 
suspended from a larger and fully In- 
flated one. 
The large balloon rises 
until it bursts, and the small balloon 
falls slowly, so that it can be easily 
observed and brings the instruments 
safely to earth. At the maximum ele- 
vation, 18 miles, the thermometer re- 
corded a temperature of minus 82 de- 
grees F.. but a lower temperature, 
minus 88 Vè degrees P., was registered 
at the comparatively small elevatlou 
of eight miles.

Nougiit Ice Cream.—Add a half cup- 
ful each of chopped filberts, walnuts 
and almonds with a teaspoonful each 
of almond and vanilla extract. 
One 
can buy the plain cream all frozen in 
many places so reasonably, and it can 
be repacked with any additions of fruit 
or nuts, making the work very light. 


The flavor of peach is given by put- 
ting two cups of strained peach pull) 
and a teaspoonful of lemon juice to 
plain ice cream. 


A delicious flavor of almonds is giv- 
en to ice cream In this manner: Blanch 
and chop a cup of almonds, carmellze 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar and add 
the almonds. 
When cold grind to a 
powder, add to the cream with a tea- 
spoonful of almond extract. 


The most delicious 
of creams 
is 
made by adding two cups of squeezed 
and strained raspberries to the cream. 
The color is enhanced by the addition 
of a teaspoon of lemon juice. 


A pretty and easy 
way to make 
fancy dessert is raspberry 
bombe: 
Une a melon mold with raspberry ice 
and fill with vanilla ice cream or with 
a pineapple ice or ice cream. Pack in 
ice and salt and let stand four hours. 
Serve with ^^hlpped cream or garnish 
with fresh berries and leaves. 


Sultana Roll.—This Is a great favor- 
ite and can be made without the us© 
of liquor. Line one pound baking pow- 
der cans with pistachio ice cream (this 
Is plain cream with the' chopped nuts 
Trozen In it). 
Sprinkle with candied 
fruit that has stood over night 
in 
sweetened 
and 
flavored 
whipped 
cream. 
Pack as usual. 
Serve with 
the sauce in which the fruit has stoo^ 
over night.

HOT WEATHER 
DISHES. 


A fetching and appetizing salad is 
this: 
Lay a slice of chilled pineap- 
ple on a lettuce leaf, heap a nicely sea- 
soned spoonful of cream cheese in the 
centet and sprinkle with chopped pe- 
cans, peanuts or pistachio nuts. Serve 
with French dressing. 


German Salad.—Boil a white, solid 
head of cabbage until perfectly ten- 
der; drain carefully and put to press 
between two weights until quite cold. 
Then slice and place in a salad bowl 
with half a dozen c®ld boiled potatoes 
cut in slices, a sliced beet, and half 
a dozen hard cooked eggs cut in slices, 
a finely chopped onion, and a quarter 
of a sour orange; mix gently. 
Have 
ready a cupful of tartar sauce, season 
with salt, pepper, 
mix again 
and 
ser-ve with any cold roast. A drop or 
two of tabasco sauce is an improve- 
ment. 


Tartar Sauce.—^Mix a tablespoonful 
of vinegar, a teaspoonful of 
lemon 
juice, a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt, a tablespoonful of Worcestershire 
sauce in a bowl and heat over hot war 
ter. 
Brown a third of a cup of but' 
ter in an omelet pan and add to the 
first mixture. 


Fried Tomatoes With Cream Sauce, 
—Cut tomatoes in halves without peel- 
ing, season with salt, pepper and roll 
in very fine crumbs. 
Fry in hot fat 
until brown, then take up carefully 
with a pancake turner and arrange on 
a chop plate. Add a tablespoonful ol 
drippings to the fat already in the pan, 
stir in a tablespoonful of flour and aa 
soon as it bubbles add 
cup of rich 
milk. 
Stir until smooth 
and poui 
around the tomatoes. 


Oatmeal Drink.—Mix a tablespoonful 
of fine oatmeal into a smooth 
paste 
with water, then, pour over three pinti 
of boiling water, stirring all the time 
Place over the heat and boil until ro 
duced to two pints. Set aside to cooli 
^nd pour the clear gruel from the sedi- 
ment. Add to this the juice of a lem- 
on and sufficient sugar to 
sweeten 
Serve cold.

Perfume. 


Bureau of Plant Industry Expcrlmanti 
Result in Producing Extract, but 
Quality 
Still 
Rsmalns 
In 


Doubt. 


Washington.—Uncle 
Sam's 
latest 
step In conservation Is an effort to 
t>etaln in American pockets an annual 
expenditure of several millions which 
Is sent to European markets for the 
.purchase of attar of roses—a luxury 
which fominlity regards as a neces- 
sity. 


Tho bureau of plant Industry of the 
department of agriculture is conduct- 
ing experiments 
at 
the 
Arlington 
plant farm to determine whether this 
perfume can 
bo 
produced 
in 
the 
United 
States 
as 
a 
commercially 
profitable 
enterprise. 


Under the direction of Dr. Walter 
Van Fleet, an expert rose grower, and 
Dr. Rodney 
H. True, In charge 
of 
drug plant 
investigations, 
about 
40 
varieties of the roses grown by the 
French and 
Bulgarian 
producers 
of 
rose oil were Imported last year and 
set out at the Arlington farm. 


There are now between 700 and 800 
plants In the experimental bed 
and 
the directors of the new 
enterprise 
gathered their first crop this spring. 
The yield for two weeks was about 
40 pounds of petals per day. 
These 
petals have been distilled and yielded 
about the same quantity of the highly 
scented oil which Is usually extracted 
from a similar quantity of European- 
grown petals. 


The experts of the department of 
agriculture are not ready, however, to 
Bay how this American oil compares 
with regard to quality with that pro- 
duced across the seas. 
It will be sub- 
mitted to rose oil experts for class- 
ification and upon the i*eport of these 
experts will rest the future of the de- 
partment's 
new 
investigations 
and 
experiments. 


The mere fact that the oil can be 
produced in this country, say agricul- 
tural experts, does not establish the 
fact that the new enterprises will be 
R commercial success. 
There 
are 
a 
number of other factors 
which will 
enter largely into the equation, even 
if the quality of the oil is found to be 
equal to the imported product. 


Prominent among the difficulties to 
be met and overcome in the produc- 
tion of "rose essence" In this country 
Is the high cost of 1-bor. 
This will 
principally come Into . lay when 
the 
flowers 
are harvested . "^d 
the 
rose 
growers find that they ^^ HI have 
to 
pay from four to six time;.- as much to 
laborers over here as Is paMl "across 
the pond." The plants require but lit- 
tle personal attention and 
can 
be 
worked by horses, but the picking of 
the roses has to be done under pecu- 
liar conditions. 


To secure the best results the flow- 
ers must 
be gathered 
early In 
the 
morning, not later than 10 o'clock. As 
the perfect flowers are 
only 
to 
be 
found on clear, dry days, the grower 
can never determine beforehand 
on 
what days he will pick. 
But as the 
full grown flower is practically worth- 
less, he must have a picking force 
ready to enter the gardens the mo- 
ment conditions are suitable to gather 
the buds. 


In southern Prance, which, with Bul- 
garia, supplies the American markets, 
the rose growers solve this problem 
In an unique manner. 
On each farm 
Is a large bell. 
When the 
pickers' 
services 
are 
required 
this 
bell 
Is 
lolled at an early hour and the peas- 
ants hasten to the 
fields. 
It may be 
dlilicult, say farming exports, to pur- 
sue Uie enterprise In this manner un- 
der the present labor conditions ex- 
isting in this country. 


The rose oil is used principally In 
the manufacture 
of 
perfumery 
and 
as flavoring agent for certain unpala- 
table medicines. 
Statistics 
complied 
five years ago showed that the United 
States imported annually more than 
$300.000 worth of tho crude rose oil 
from Europe. 
Today this oil whole- 
sales at from 19 to $10 an ounce. The 
perfume manufacturers convert about 
an ounce of this valuable product Into 
manufactured products, the principal 
ingredient of value In which is the 
oil. 
These 
manufactured 
products 
usually sell for about $20, allowing 
the manufacturer a profit of from 90 
to 100 i)er cent, on purchase. 


America, however, does not confine 
her Importation of the attar of roses 
to the crude oil. 
The Importation of 
perfumes annually foots up more than 
$4,500,000 and a large percentage of 
these 
finished 
products 
contain 
a 
greater or lesser quantity of the cost- 
ly oil.

majority of 
Instances 
such 
posi» 
tlons are held by men who have som« 
means of their own. 


On the other hand, the service of. 
fers a number of very 
considerable 
prizes attainable by good work 
and 
through the exhibition of efficiency. 
Of forty-three ambassadors and mln* 
Isters on the 
list, fifteen have been 
promoted to their present rank from 
secretaryships, and four from consu- 
lar 
positions. 
The "spoils 
system" 
has been done away with (barring the 
fact that men are feometlmes appoint- 
ed to the highest ranks from »outside), 
and the service has been so far taken 
out of politics that during the 
last 
two Republican administrations there 
has been a largo Increase In the num- 
ber of Democrats on Its roster. 


A young man who enters the serv- 
ice 1b always sure of an opportunity 
to show efilclency. if he possesses it, 
and good work brings certain recog- 
nition and rapid promotion.

Studying Effect of Exercise. 


A serious attempt 
to 
investigate 
what may be called the- hygiene 
of 
sport is about to be made ia Berlin. 
To carry out the objects in view a 
sport laboratory Is to be established 
and placed under tlie charge of the 
Charlottenburg municipal authorities. 
The idea had its origin in a depart- 
ment of the hygiene exhibition held 
recently at Dresden, In which every- 
thing that could throw light on the 
Influence of sports and gymnastic ex- 
ercises on the human organism was 
brought together. 
Special 
attention 
was 
paid 
to bodily 
measurements 
arising under different conditions and 
from different muscular exercises, and 
particular observation was directed to 
the good and harmful effects of the 
several sports and gymnastics on the 
human body and its members. 
One 
of the chief objects of the new labora- 
tory will be the observation of all that 
possibly affects school children in re* 
spect of food and physical exercises. 


Money In Beaver Pelts. 


According to the Ottawa Citizen, the 
recent sale of furs at the Parliament 
building realized $5,354,05 for the prov- 
ince, The pelts were taken from ani- 
mals trapped in Algonquin park, under 
the direction of the minister of lands, 
forests and mines. 


There were 480 beaver skins, which 
were caught under special order, and 
realized $4,090,50; 89 mink, 5 fisher, 11 
marten, 71 muskrat, 12 otter and 8 
ermine. In addition, 23 pounds of caso- 
reum were sold. 
This is a secretion 
found in the beaver and is used in 
making perfumes and for medicinal 
purposes, 
** 


The revenues of Algonquin park have 
also been augmented during the past 
year by the sale of live beavers to 
several zoological societies. 
Animals 
have been shipped to New York, Phil* 
udelphia and London, England.
